Tho 
Committee of the New Torritories 
Agricultural Association believe 
that if the Government of Hong 
Kong can be persuaded to support 
finnnelally ond morally’ such a 
scheme of agricultural co-operation 
and_agricultural . improvement, all 
the present disabilities in the New 
Territories can casily be removed 
in due course and that agriculture 
with flourish along modern lines in 
the New Territories. 

At the same time, the Committee 
is also of the opinion that the farm- 
ing conditions in the New Terri- 
tories indicate that rare opportuni. 
ties present themselves to those;

January saw two und heard more in 
the Hang Ha Po wood. The Chin- 
ese Blackbird was also observed on 
both ‘dates and a solitary Woodcock 
flushed from thick cover on the first 
excursion, 

On the first of January we iden- 
tified two species of birds, never be- 
fore’ recorded from the Territories 
to our knowledge. Perched on the 
tops of the two tallest of a clump 
of tall bamboos-was a small’ party 
of six little birds. ‘Tiwo were adult 
males each with a large pale yellow 
bills, black crown (rest of head 
grey)’ black round the eyes and 
across the chin forming b mask-like 

patch. Rest of body ashy-grey 
piler on abdomen, forked tail black; 
wings brownish-grey, black and 
white. . This bird is the Chinese 
Masked Hawfinch, -FKophona . per- 
sonata magniroatris. .A party, of 
birds answering to this description 
has been. seon.on the Peak during 
the previous week; I should be ex- 
tremely grateful If any observers 
who notice this bird could send me 


details of numbers scen, locality, ete.| 


The large white. bill, black jyaonsk 
and forked. black ‘tail. of this.7. inches 
bird should make identification a 
simplo matter. ! 

On the same day was seen 2 Wood- 
pecker, a Fukien Green Woodpecker, 
Picus canus ricketti. This species 
is resident in Kwangtung but we 
have no record of, nor ¢an find any 
reference to the occurrence of this, 
or any other species of Woodpecker, 
in the Hong Kong Territories. 
There is no doubt of the identifica- 
tion, the general green colour, the 
black bill and a prominent black 
streak from chin to side of' lower 
meck left no room for. doubt. The 
bird was clinging to an- upright 
branch at the top of large tree in a 
typical woodpecker manner thoagh 
its tnil was. not pressed as tightly 
against the branch as we thought 
normal. It pecked a fow times and 
turned its-head from side to side. 
When disturbed it flew to a -treo 
close by and uttered a series of 
single rasping cries, .

Chairman's Speech. 

At-the oponing of the Show by 
the Hon. Mr. J. P. Braga, the 
Chairman, Mr. H. R. Wells, after 
thanking Mr. Braga for his part in 
the ceremony and alluding to his 
continued intercat in the work of 
he Association, anid that, after eight 
years of these shows, though ° it 
must be confessed that the quality 
of some produce had not greatly 


improved, in others there was a 
marked advance. 
“Our real-object,” he said, “is to 


improve the conditions of the farm- 
ers, and other residents.on the Ter- 
ritories, and various plans have 
been suggested. Among others we 
have been helping a school to carry 
on a smalt experiental plot and em- 
ployed an assistant to advise. 
farmers, : 

“It was at one time intended to 
operate a foan scheme, but on His 
Excellency the Governor stating 
that this would hinder him from 
becoming oyr-President we omitted 
that part of our plan. 

“But it is still our aim to assist 
the people in various ways, such as 
in providing more and better seed, 
fertilisers and plants and in pro- 
paganda.leading..to_improved__me- 
thods of agriculture,‘and also in 
assisting the people to market their 
gooods on a co-operative basis. 

“Much of our timo this year has 
been given to considering the de- 
tails of such a schemo, and we have 
ovolved a plan which must depend 
for its fulfilment on the willing- 
ness of‘the people to take shares 
in the proposed scheme. 

“If it should prove that thoy arc 
not willing to do. this, our energies 
must be directed into another chan- 


nel, ; 
The Water Question. 

“We have considered various pro- 
posals. for Improving the water 
supply, and if the .Government 
would support’ some of these 
schemes, it might be the means of 
saving’ many crops. 

“In 1988 the first rico crop was 
not good owing to continued 
drought; and, in fact, in both 
crops the results have not been up 
to standard, but a much larger 
supply of vegetables ‘has been 
grown, and this has saved the yi- 
tuation for many farmers, . 

“Much attention has also been 


<i given to questions connected witn 


live stock, and poultry,-and we aro. 
endeavouring to find oyt real me- 
thods of saving the animals from 
the result of discaso, 

Wo do not yet know whether the 
diseases are peculfer to South 
China, or are’ gonoral disoases 
which attack animals everywhere, 

Enquiries from Ling Nan Unal- 
versity revenl the fact that thoy 
have not yot found an offective me- 
thod to save animals in times: of 
epidemic diseases. 

“We are still studying the sub- 
ject of fowls, and would welcomo 
any help in solving the probloms. 
Lack of funds has hindered us so 
far from doing all that wo should 
Ilke to do. 

“Stops have been taken to look 
for a suitable site for our porma- 
nont building, but tho site has not 
yet been found. Tho matter 
13 constantly -bofore us, and o 
sub-committeo is engaged in the 


search, 


““The campaign for securing 
funds for the year’s work was. con- 
ducted by Mr. Chiu Kam To’ who 
had the able assistence of Dr.:¥. H. 
Tsno of. tho Chinese Y. M. C. A. We 
are ‘glad to say that though: our 


friends were unnble to secure all 
they were aiming for, wo havo ro- 
ceived. cnough to carry on up to 
the present.” . 

The Chalrman concluded by 
thanking Slr Robert and Lady Ho

Mr. Braga’s Specch. 

Tho Hon. Mr. J. P. Braga, beo- 
fore declaring ‘the show open, said 
that he had a vivid recollection of 
the occasion, six yonrs ago, when 
the Show was held in Lady Ho 
Tung'’a Sheung Shui farm—the 
Tung Ying Nok Po—und when the 
then Governor, Sir.
